T h e lecture on “ Catholicity and 


P rogress,” given at S t. Joseph’s 


hall last evening, was attended by 
a large and appreciative audience. 
Before the appearance on 
the 
stage of the lecturer, R e v . Father 
R obert, 
a pleasing musical pro­ 
gramme w as rendered, under the 
direction of Misses 
F ay Brow n, 
Ida M yers and A b b ie Bonner. 
Instrumental solos by Miss F ay 
B row n and Miss Veronica Sulli­ 
v a n ; a* vocal solo, “ The Birds of 
S p r in g ,” by 
Miss E tta H urley, 
and 
the 
quintette, 
rendered by 
Misses 
Anderson, 
Bonner, 
the 
Misses O ’ Brien and Chas. O ’C on ­ 
ner, were particularly deserving. 
T h e 
reverend lecturer 
of 
the 
evening w as then introduced by 
the pastor. Father H ealy, in his 
usual easy and graceful w ay. 
R arely has it been the privilege 
o f Sedalians to listen to a more 
learned and eloquent lecturer than 
Father R obert. 
From the moment 
the first syllable fell from his lips, 
for nearly tw o hours,to the close of 
his soul-stirring peroration, he held 
his listeners literally spellbound by 
his logic, w it, humor and pathos. 
The object of the lecture was to re­ 
m ove the many misconceptions en­ 
tertained by non-Catholics in re­ 
gard to the church’s attitude to­ 
w ard progress in science, art and 
literature. 
H e referred to the beautiful trib­ 
ute paid the church by the eminent 
Protestant 
historian, 
M aca u ley; 
how his eagle eye had peered into 
the past, and also w ith w hat pro­ 
phetic vision he pictured the lone 
wanderer 
view in g 
the. ruins 
of 
London bridge, and how he would 
find the church 
still strong and 
vigorous in that remote and distant 
day, after 
having witnessed the 
rise and 
fall of nations and the 
crum bling of dynasties. 
N o student, continued the speak­ 
er, who seeks the coveted title of 
scholar m ay neglect to study, im- 
* 
partially, the history of an institu­ 
tion so potent in the shaping of 
the destinies of peoples and nations. 
N or, observing as a scholar, can he 
fail to recognize that the church 
has ever fostered learning and en­ 
couraged scientific rerearch. 
H e 
mentioned 
the 
story 
of 
Galileo and the invention of the 
telescope. 
H e said he had visited 
the 
place 
of 
G alileo’s 
alleged

imprisonment and read kis w rit­ 
ing in 
original manuscript 
and 
that the great scientist recorded 
tkat his happiest days were in this 
so-called prison. 
The speaker proved that Galileo 
was aever imprisoned because of 
his 
scientific discoveries, but be­ 
cause of his violation of the local 
law of his native city, Padua, and 
concluded by asking w h y was it, if 
the church opposed science, that 
the persecuted non-Catholic K e p ­ 
ler was welcomed by the German 
Jesuits, and 
the 
great Catholic 
Copernicus was 
praised and en­ 
couraged? 
The learned speaker then review ­ 
ed specifically the most important 
part Catholic Christians had al­ 
w ays taken 
in 
every 
branch of 
know ledge— in music, in art, liter­ 
ature, science, oratory, 
jurispru­ 
dence 
and 
statesmanship. 
He 
spoke 
of 
the 
much 
m align­ 
ed 
“ lazy 
monks” 
of 
the mid­ 
dle 
ages, 
who, 
through 
their 
tireless energy had transmitted to 
us the priceless heritage of Greek 
and Roman classics. 
He spoke of 
the Justinian code, the genius of 
Dante, the eloquence of Bossuet, 
the learning and sanctity of St. 
TUiomas of A quin, and the match­ 
less and immortal art of Michael 
A ngelo. 
He reviewed the countless archi­ 
tectural monuments that stand in 
eternal testimony of the church’s 
encouragement to architecture— of 
Westminster, Canterbury, 
Notre 
Dame, St. Peter’s and numberless 
others scattered from the Levant 
to the western shores of the British 
Isles. 
The speaker referred tenderly to 
the inspiration the late lamented 
John 
Ruskin 
had 
gotten 
from 
the 
magnificence 
and 
wondrous 
beauty of 
St. 
M ark’s cathedral 
in 
Venice 
while 
he 
was 
traveling there, and how, had it 
not keen for this inspiration, we 
miorht have lost much of his enno- 
bling w riting. 
Passing 
from 
the 
domain 
of 
learning, he referred to the jealous 
care the church had always exer­ 
cised over the liberties of the indi­ 
vidual ; how she has always op- 


posed slavery in every form, and 
come to the aid of the weak under 
the old feudal system that once ob­ 
tained in England. 
Continuing, the 
speaker 
said, 
the constitution and government 
of the church may be termed a 
Theocratic-Democracy under which 
the humblest shepherd lad, with 
intellect, may receive the highest 
honors 
she 
has to bestow. 
A ll 
that is 
good in our much-loved 
Am erican 
constitution 
obtained 
centuries before in ecclesiastical 
government. 
He 
spoke of 
the 
patriotism and liberty-loving spir­ 
it 
of 
Catholics 
in 
general, 
and 
that 
the 
Catholic 
church 
teaches her children to obey the 
government under which they may 
live. 
T h e speaker observed that the 
old spirit of religious bigotry was 
rapidly disappearing under the be­ 
nign influence of education and 
much travel, 
and that only the 
most ignorant w culd now refer to 
the Catholic as an “ alien.” 
Lastly, the lecturer referred to the 
ameliorating influences the church 
exercises toward the destitute, the 
w eak, the forsaken, the cripple and 
aged. 
He spoke of her institu­ 
tions of 
charity that dotted the 
land and belted the earth. 
The sweet-faced sister of mercy 
may be found caring for the for­ 
saken w aif abandoned by its un­ 
natural parent ; on the battlefield, 
heedless of her peril, she is the min­ 
istering 
angel 
comforting 
the 
dying 
and caring 
for the man­ 
gled ; 
in 
the 
hospital 
wards 
breathing the 
infectious 
air she 
goes dutifully about her labor and 
never forsakes her post when all 
others flee ; in far off and plague- 
stricken India she may be found 
caring for and comforting the af­ 
flicted 
stranger 
savage 
and O, 
where woman in all her beauty, 
grace and innocence falls and is 
forsaken by friends and scorned by 
society, who is it that stretches her 
lily white hand of purity and bids 
her return to her Savior, who for­ 
gave a M ary Magdeline?
